I*ve delayed it sine© Monday in order not to feel the pressure 
of the work I've been engaged on until I got to a joint where I could stop, 

I’-yS been working as long and as hard as possible to get Mr^rtem ready 

ro print. I have made the arrangements for the printing and for saaa ancillary uses, 
one of tiie reasons for vrriting. She major pioblaas now are getting the cover done 
and completing the iadas, which will deteradne how many more doctsuents I can repro- , 
ducQ in facsimile In the appendix. (There will be more t h«n igo pages of them all 
of which you and the Meiabers will find to bo new. I'm sure.) 

Than there was Senator Gluirch's about-face reported in the Post of the 23rd, 
one that both pleases and worries me. And the adoption of the Schweiker resolution 
and appointing of tiiat subcommittee. This presents what ^ regard as a new set of prb- 
blems for which I'll take a little time. 

What pleases me about the Church statement is its focus. I believe I am alone 
along those generallyaati called "critics" in having tak®i this approach in all of 
my work and when some in ti;e House asked me for a position paper. I personally 
enccuraged Tiny Hutton and Rick Feeney to ask Sowaiag to amend hie resolution to 
this focus during the suiaaer. I believe it is the coirect” approach and or^ that 
aside from having a clear legislative purpose is the one that can eliminate the 
courtroom delays some witnesses and their prineipaia would try to arrange. 

What worries as is whether the present life of tlsis committee makes any real 
investigation possible and whether tha ciiairiaan may have personal plans that would 
prevent ext«iding the present committee. 

Here I must be bl^t and I do hope you will not misunderstand it and will ask 
any q^uestions if you oi* Mac have them. 

Complicated as your present investigation is, it may turn out to be simple cosa- 
pared with what a proper domestic-assassination investigation might well involved. 

The truth is so %zantine it is hard to conceive. One aimplification I ask you to 
accept is that those you will be investigating began their preparations for the 
coiLiiag apart of the whole fabricatstl fiction called an investigation befoie the 
Warren Commission had rsally gotten started. As one example of this I can put in 
your h..nda a document in which pretty clearly Hoover was setting the ulA up for 
more than its share of responsibility. Another is testimony that passed the FBI's 
respcmsibilities off onto tiit- G^aaission (testimony ia the plural). Another simpli- 
fication is that there never and never was intended to be any real investigation. 
By anybody, including two Fresidaits, LBJ and Ford, and the federal investigative 
agencies. 

On the "critics" side I must also be blunt and this will include some with whom I 
believe Mac has a girarhh i it friendly relata.onship. Most of these, especially those 
who are best known anu have been most active on the Hill, really do not knorf the 
subject, aie enggged in what is largely self-prMiotion, and have already misled some 

embers. Their judgement, without exception, has been terrible and they liave just 
about all e ;gaged in clearly unethical things, Tliey present a distiiipt hazard to 
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
